Rescue Vessels Dragging the Ocean 


Bed With Grappling Hooks Chance 


on the Stricken Craft and Attempt 


to D>*ag Her Into Shallow Water. 


Honolulu, March 27.—The American 
submarine F-4, lost off Honolulu har­ 
bor, has been located. 
Heroic efforts are being made to 
raise the stricken craft, but after hav­ 
ing been submerged for more than 
thirty hours It Is regarded as highly 
doubtful whether any of her crew' or 
twenty-one men remain alive. 
To lift the little vessel to the sur­ 
face It has been found necessary to 
send to the Pearl Harbor naval sta­ 
tion for a derrick and crane. This in­ 
volved much loss of time. 
Rescue vessels dragging the ocean 
bed with grappling hooks chanced on 
the stricken craft ut a depth of 300 
feet. 
Making fust to the F-4 the naval 
tog Navajo and the steamer Makaala

If you ca n hold the dea ler responsible for the misuse of the 
commodity he sells in one ca se you ca n hold them responsible 
in every ca se. 
the dea ler in wet goods is to bla me for the 
a buse of the purcha ser, then every ma n who dea ls in knives, 
ha mmers, guns or a ny sha rp or blunt instrument with which 
men sometimes kill, ca n a lso be held responsible a nd cha rged 
with murder. 


More people dig their gra ves with their teeth tha n drink 
themselves to dea th but who would think of holding the fa rmer 
or the grocery mercha nt responsible for gluttony?

midnight splash of rain had left th* 
Imprint of huge drops in the sandy 
soil an d th e yellow petals of som* 
small nameless flower th a t had loc 
Its wealth in the downpour fleck*! 
th e roadside. 
The night shower hat 
left the warm atmosphere heavy Ait! 
the scent of mu**k and growing leave* 
and the strong fragrance of half 
blown flowers. 
Thousands of insect* 
tumbled In the rank grass, droppei 
from overhanging boughs or sprawl*! 
awkwardly out of the way of th e feet 
of the horses In the road. 
Black 
birds swung In the bending willow 
tops in every bdg and marsh and by 
the wild excess of tholr Joy songs re 
vealed the location of hidden gests 
Herds of cattle and 
horses 
who** 
backs were washed clean with many 
showers an d bleached with surome; 
sun 
were feeding in the pasture? 
Home, with hunger 
satisfied, 
stool! 
knee deep in the shallow streams Ic 
the shade of the poplar tree* occasion 
ally lifting a slothful hoof in protest 
at the first files of the season. Brown 
muskrats, like lazy soldiers on senti­ 
nel duty, sat humped 
up 
on 
th* 
crumblin g remains of their last year? 
houses in th e little lakes along th* 
road and sw aying reeds and moving 
flags fa rth er back from the highway 
indicated where the mud hens w en 
busy rearing their families un?een by 
s a y 
eye* 
8un-browned 
boys 
and 
girls, sweet with th e chaste half nak­ 
edness of country children at play, 
dodged in and out among th e orchard 
I trees or sat with anxious poise fishing 
Ion the banks of secluded water boles, 
t We pulled slowly up the gentle lope 
of a long hill a n d halted at a place 
wher*> a farmer who owned t h e land 
on both aldea of t h e road had suc­ 
ceeded after twenty years of warfare 
in beating back th e enveloping timber 
line for two hundred yards on either 
aide. 
Our tired horse stopped of hi* 
own accord 
and 
stood 
panting. 
I watched a ground squirrel shoot 
like a gray arrow acrose 
a 
fresh 
turned furroy. 
Somewhere 
farther 
out co** th e clover field 
a 
locust 
"w hittled the alienee to an edge” and 
still farther away a woodchuck scold­ 
ed at the heat. 


I was in th e grip of a day dream 
when Smith, surfeited for years with 
the beauty of M innesota scenery, said 
carelessly, "There is Long Uke." 
I 


loosed down the tim ber scenery road 


and saw for the first time th a t beauti­ 
ful «he*t of waler shining under the 
sun like a silver wedge dividing the 
hills of eastern ( ’row Wing county. 
At my request we drove down to the 
Inks shore. 
For months after that I 
frequented its shores by n ight and by 
day, in fair weather and foul, and 
saw tha lake in many moods but never 
did I escape from the charms of that 
first view. 
lf you waht to know the difference 
between a mere wind an d a breeze 
you must dwell for some time among 
the lakes of the north. 
On (hat af­ 
ternoon a breeze, soft yet persistent, 
held sway on land and water. 
The 
?kv was clear and not a cloud hung 
anywhere to vex the sunlight or to 
•suggest a storm 
There was a te n d ­ 
er glow on the lake that sent back 
an answer to the stronger glow of the 
sky. 
inhere was a plainly discern­ 
able movement on the water but not 
the suggestion of a wave. 
The s u r ­ 
face of th e lake seemed only to 
breathe. T h e willows and Mags along 
the shore stirred hut not with the 
wind. The broad leaves of the water 
miles trembled but not 
from the 
breeze. 
A pair of wood duck* floated 
side .by side with heads down and 
back In reatful attitude while even 
the Vermillion hue of their pinning* 
shown 
in 
the liquid mirror under 
them. 
instinctively I repeated th* 
lines, 


‘Where th e swan on Sylvan> lake, 
Floats double, saran and shadow.” 
Two miles away a white sail ap­ 
peared from behind Arrest to ng Point 
m d wavered uncertainly a moment 
vnd then drifted like a broken husk 
m d stranded on the beach behind a 
bunch of trees, a victim of the dead 
aim. 
Far out from where we stood 
i flock of grills circled 
drunkenly 
ibout but made no sound. 
A mink 
bobbed suddenly into view 
in th* 
ballow water by the side of a half 
uhmergcd log at our feet, gazed a 
noment with beady eyes and dripping 
laws and then dived and made off 
raving a muddy trail to mark th* 
ourae of his retreat. 
A large turtle 
villi loose neck and booked nose came 
(lowly to the tiff face of the water 
without a movement of foot or claw 
vnd lay there to long th a t th** sun 
Mght dried the protruding peak ot 
Ila bony submarine which changed 
from dar k grp* n to a 
faded oliv* 
vbade. 


On the western side of the lak<*. 
where we stood, the fluids In tom* 
daces extended to th e lake’s shore 
m d the l&ndartpa with its alternat- 
ng; blocks of Adds and woods looked 
11% a great chacker boat*! on which 
ba bliny harvesters were playing u 
nighty game for the product* of the 
oil. 
On the eastern short th e Ha­ 
lva woods wert apparently u n to u c h ­ 
ed and the tr<*ea covered the >ang* 
•rom the summit to the water's edge, 
With so much to see and feel th* 
business of the day wag forgotten 
m d we wandered a long time up aud 
town th e shore or sal in th e warm 
«and telling fishing tales and tossing 
^eb-blea at bumble bees and dragon 
lies. Before we were aw are th*- sink­ 
ing sun threw the shadow 
of the 
lines far across th e beach aud a (Ha­ 
unt farmer boy called his * att!** from 
he meadow to the barn. 
A bittern 
flew low over our 
heads, 
wailing 
larshly, and suddenly, near our rest­ 
ing place, the frogs began an even­ 
ing song, 
After a while a chill crept 
ipon us from the lake and drawing 
our coats about our forms we d rov< 
iway. 


Since that day my affection? go out 
to l<ong I .ake as to a friend. 


I have watched ll In early a i m - . 
when. punished with sudden storms. 
Its white wave* climbed tiign on the 
shore In foamy rage. 
I have voyaged 
upon It In summer noons when August 
(lumbered on the su rro u n d in g hills 
and Its gentle swell beat Its life pulse 
under m y boat while little ripple* 
whispered unheard of legend* of ro­ 
mance, love, hope and despair under 
the wooden bull. 


I have heard It speak In language 
no scholar or Unquiet ever knew. 
I 
have watched it, vibrant with smiles 
i t sunrise like a glad child aw a k e n ­ 
ed from dreamless sleep and I have 
*een It sad with the s u n s e t s after 
glow at the clow of day* that were 
far too short for all of life * joy*. 
I 
have gazed upon It, asleep at mid­ 
night, under the atar*, when the fire 
file* drifted with 
dimmed 
'lights 
around Its reedy bed and the fro g s 
song grew fa ut with languor a n d the 
cricket* hummed a lullaby. 
And 
th ere Is no pain ter’* brush or poet's 
tongue to fitly describe its purple 
splendor when th e October twilights 
come and the days are short and the 
color* are deep and sombre and low 
keyed and the light fades quickly and 
leaves you peering through the dark 
appealingly like a lover loath to say 
goodbye. 
And here in this distant 
•tats, where the frigid grip of w inter 
holds leash oh all t h e land, I find my 
hea rt h u n g ry for th e time when I can 
retorn to the North again; and I 
want to come In the season when the 
bob w hite walks the fence In mock 
authority, amid sun dazzeled pasture 
lands between the sh im m ering lakes.

is the effect of excess for which the drunkard alone is respon­ 
sible. 
When a man gets drunk it is not the fault of the liquor 
or of the seller, but the fault of the drunkard. 
To charge the 
dealer with responsibility is just as unreasonable as it would be 
to attempt to hold the river responsible 
when 
a 
man 
gets 
drowned. 


lf you can hold the dealer responsible for the misuse of the 
commodity he sells in one case you can hold them responsible 
in every case, 
i1 the dealer in wet goods is to blame for the 
abuse of the purchaser, then every man who deals in knives, 
hammers, guns or any sharp or blunt instrument with which 
men sometimes kill, can also be held responsible and charged 
with murder. 


More people dig their graves with their teeth than drink 
themselves to death but who would think of holding the farmer 
or the grocery merchant responsible for gluttony? 


The drunkard is a product of the saloon exactly as the glut­ 
ton is a product of the grocery store, or a man who is hurt in a 
mill is a product of the mill. 
At a rule these men are victims 
of their own weakness. 
It is always the case with the glutton 
and the drunkard. 


On March 15th, the Prohibition Ad Writer asks, “ Who pays 
the $21,000?” 


The consumer of course; he also pays the rent, clerk hire, 
insurance, freight, drayage and taxes on every business in 
town.

T h at any 
bootlegger 
w ho does bu siness for ten days or 
less, or for a week or for one day, 
and is then conv icted and t h ro w n 
into jail and driv en ou t of thu 
state, has to hav e a federal license. 
Many of these license* are bou ght 
of tho United States rev enu e col- 
leetor after th e man was in Jail 
for v iolating the state law, to p r o 
v eu i p rosecution u n d er the federal 
law. And the fact that in all K a n ­ 
sas there aro only six 
hundred 
a n d thirty-eight licenses in a p op ­ 
u lation of a million a n d a qu arter, 
and that th e av erage lift» of su ch 
a license in this state is less th an 
th ir ty days, p rov es if u olh iu g else 
p rov e, that Kansas is dry. 
it is 
also charged that there are sev en 
wholesale liquor dealers au d tw e n ­ 
ty-fou r wholesale dealers in malt 
li« luots.

Tkargt* is th a t my figures are m a n ­ 
ufacture« ! and are not based u p on 
statistics. 
I hav e before me the 
affidav it 
of Dr. J. 8. C ru m bine, 
secretary of th e state 
board 
of 
health and dean of th e modi al 
college of th e state u niv ersity. Dr. 
Cru m bine is not the p aid agent of 
an association*whose p rincip al cu s­ 
tomers are t h e brothal, the g a m b­ 
ler and the barkeep er, and he has 
no interest In keep ing thosa in sti­ 
tu tion» aliv e. 
He Is a scientist 
and a scholar, and one of the load­ 
ing health officers, not only of the 
United 
State» bu t of the world. 
He has comp iled figur« s which I 
su bmit herew ith and which co n ­ 
tradict the sta te m e n t of Mr. Fox:

ency."

Which are 
the 
better wituesseg— the p resi­ 
dent of th e State B an kers’ associa­ 
tion, the p resident of the State R e­ 
ta ilers’ association and the Kansas 
su p rem e cou rt, o; Mr. Fox, secre­ 
tary of the United States Brewers' 
association and the v ariou s aliases 
u n d er which his association op er­ 
ates?

sas; from J o h n Ur.uldo k of Weir 
City, p residen' of the ¿tu t. Feder­ 
al i m ( f Labor; an d fi*oiu Ida M. 
Walker, cf Norl« r. Kansu , p resi- 
dent of ilit 8i:;t(

The hand grenade* are abo ut the 
size o f a baseball and weighs o nly a 
few o unces mo re. 
It hn* fo ur little 
butto ns o n It, which must s tr ik e with 
a blo w o f fo ur o r five po unds in o rder 
to cause an explo sio n, so a man can 
handle it In hands with perfect safe­ 
ty. 
I watched the Hermans thro w

If a man wo rked carefully alo ng o n 
his sto mach, the chance* o f his being 
seen w'» re *mall. 
I was detailed with 
two o ther men to b» irn a straw staek 
fro m which the Herman« had been 
firing m a c h i n e guris. 
We spent the 
day In making beet sack* and at 9 
o 'clo ck a t night s t a r t e d o n o ur 100 
yards crawl to the stack. 
We reach­ 
ed the stack, lit a 
f u s e fro m a match 
held under o ur co at, crawled back to 
the trenehe« and in a few minutes 
the stark! was ablaze. 
The stack had 
been ho llo wed o ut, and the Hermans 
bad place 4 machine guns In It. We 
saw the ruins o f the guns the next 
day and so o n after my two co mpan­ 
io ns and myself <wera “ mentio ned” 
fo r firing the « tack. 
But fo r the 
beet co ats we co uld no t have suc­ 
ceeded fo r lights filled the air while 
wo stretched o urselves o n o ur sto m­ 
achs amo ng the .beets.

Twenty-eight day* later the Ger­ 
mans gave us another terrific can- 
onadlng, but this time they w^re cel­ 
ebrating the Kaiser’s birthday and 
they were shooting to kill.

not know it was the Kaiser’s b irth­ 
day and at m idnight when many of 
our men were

many were killed.

The Germans are masters of new 
tricks, or of adapting old tricky to 
new purposes, hut their grenade stunt 
would put them a t the mercy of the 
Great American hall players. 


The hand grenades are about the 
size of a baseball and weighs only a 
few ounces more. 
It has four little 
buttons on it, which must strike with 
a blow of four or five pounds In order 
to cause an explosion, so a man can 
handle it in hands with perfect safe­ 
ty. 
I watched the Germans throw 
the grenades like school 
girls or 
Greek boyo pinching nickles at

crack and ail us Americans would 
laugh at the inefficiency of the bombs 
in such untrained hands. 


We were considered the hest bomb 
throwers of all, because we pitched 
them with force.

temptation became too strong. 
The Germans had another trick 
hat reminded me of the Anurican 
ame of football.

They were arm ored from head to 
oot. They were gruesome looking ob- 
ects, but they reminded me for ail 
he world like football players.

hit them in the legs,

bin guards were not as strong as the 
est of the armor. 
Another Invention of the Germans 
vas a swivel with which the Ger- 
nans swung their rifle*. 
Each man

red to fire he could reach up and pull 
the trigger without exposing his head. 
t was merely artillery practice ap- 
lled to rifles, and It had a deadly 
ffect. 
The white night lights which were 
hot Into the air and then hovered ov- 
r the trenches, were used ut first 
■nly by the Germans, but it was not 
ong before we had them too. 
The* wonderful French gun known 
is the Soixante

hells a minute. 
The recoil is caught 
a cylinders filled with glycerine. Tin 
un loads itself autom atically and it 
lever loses its aim. 
And our part 
if the line all the new inventions 
vhlch the Germans developed could 
lot overcome the great advantage 
vhiclj the French held on account of 
he Soixante quinze guu.

he guu is as marvelous aud revolu- 
onury as the great 4 2 centimeter 
urns of the Germans.
